other day. "After puffing it a minute 
or two, if yon ask his opinion, he will 
toll you all about the cigar, Its make, 
grade and price, and inform you in a con- 
fidential way that he know* all about to- 
bacco, and cigar* in particular. In nine- 
ty-nine case* out of one handled his In- 
formation will be wrong as only the to- 
bacco expert can quickly judge of the 
intrinsic merits of a cigar, and frequent- 
ly he will be at fSult. 
" "For commercial purposes -all cigars 
are divided Into three grades of tobacco, 
known as dark, medium and light, but 
there are 40 and 60 shades, which are 
grouped under five sub-headings. 


"The grade ut tobacco used la « cigar 


has nothing whatsoever to do with it* ilze, 
and there is practically no limit to tha 
number of sizes. Any cigar manufactur- 
er ma; bring out a, cigar of special size 
•nd give it whatever name be pleases. 
The best known and most frequently used 
size*, however, in the cigar trade are the 
'concha*,' which are divided Into 'bou- 
quet' and 'special,' 'regalia bouquets' 
and rpurltMOi,'the 'teevn'Mid 'panatolla' i 
having a distinct shape of their own. The 
'panatella' is • long, thin olgar, with 
tapering endi, whereai the 'breva' Isi fin- 
iibed at both end*, and has an even thick- 
ness throughout, except • slight narrow- 
ness at the end which U held In the 
month. 
" Undoubtedly the best tobsooo imoked ia 
cigars to thii country is the native-grown 
Cuban tobacco, and the cigar Ii farther 
improved If it I* made in Cub*, particu- 
larly In the province of Bavin*. For tbl* 
reason many so-called Bivsnas are in real- 
ity otean made in this country and shipped 
to the island, whence they are re-shipped 
to the United States, and the revenue 
stamp is duly pasted on ttm boxes to de- 
ceive the initiated.

Bensnlem and Middletown townships 


are the banner townships ID tbe State as 
well an in Bucks count? for the energy 
shown and tbe number of milee of roads 
contracted for to be macadamized this 
year, sayi the Hulmevllle Advance. The 
specifications for all tbe roads in both 
townships were prepared with special re- 
ference to the approval of the State High- 
way Commissioner, Joseph W. Hunter, 
and they conform to tbe requirements 
provided for in the Sprouts-Roberts Road 
Law. 
The roads contracted to be built In 


the sister townships this year aggregates 
about thirty miles, and the width of the 
stone roads varies from 14 to 20 feet, ac- 
cording to tbe total width of the road and 
conditions. Some roads are 33 feet, while 
others are from 50 to 60 feet in width. 
All the conditions upon which these roads 
are being built Is an entirely new experi- 
ence in public work of this kind in this 
State. The townships authorized an issue 
of bonds amounting to $50,000 and $75,- 
000 respectively. 


Coder tbe Sprouls-Roberti law the 


State gave each township $10,000, tbe 
Commissioners of Bucks county gave 
each township $2600, and each towsnbip 
was required to raise $2600 in addition 
to that raised on the general bonding 
fund.

YPHOID FEVER is one of the most dieaded of disease*, and medical science 


lias determined that this malady is ronlracted lu but one way—the intro- 
duction of typhoid germs into the body through the mouth, with water as 
the principal vehicle of conveyance. 


Dr. Edward Martin, Director of Healih and Charities, of Philadelphia, last 


week tittered a warning against impure ice. He pointed out that freezing does 
not kill the typhoid germ, and that ice taken from streanib or ponds- uiiElil 
cause the spread of this disease.

He 
showed that since early June a defined section of West Philadelphia had been 
supplied with filtered uatrronly, from the Bclmont Filter Plant, and since that 
time its typhoid fever record liad devrascil 73 per cent., compared with the remain- 
der of the city. Since the introduction on June 3d of filtered water in the dis- 
trict described by Chief Hill, onlt/ four cait, of typhoid were icported against 
thirty-one cases in the remainder of the district not yet supplied with the littered 
water, and 220 cases in the remainder of the city.

T

Peculiar Amulet Which I* Commom 


Among; the Korean a. 


The people of all nations are super- 


stitious, and a belief in charms and 
amulets prevails among people of ev- 
ery rank and grade, educated or igno- 
rant, refined or vicious. When a man 
declares, "I have no superstition," con- 
tinue tbe subject, and in a few min- 
utes he will state, "While I am not 
superstitious, yet I must say I always 
did believe," etc., demonstrating that 
he Is about as superstitious as the 
average of mankind. Charms and am- 
ulets ore made of almost everything, 
from a repulsive collection of human 
fingers, human bones, frogs, toads, 
snakes, pieces of glass, stone, Iron, 
dried blood, bottles of water, etc., to 
elegant and artistic combinations of 
gold and precious stones. For many 
centuries scraps of paper with quota- 
tions from the Bible, from tbe Koran 
and from the Vedas or combinations of 
letters or figures containing some mys- 
tic significance have been used all over 
the world. 


The abracadabra of the ancients, tbe 


letters being repeated and placed in 
the form of a triangle, was in general 
use. 
Written on a sheet of paper, 


folded jip and worn on tbe person, it 
was supposed to keep off fevers and 
bring good luck to the wearer. The 
Koreans have a most peculiar form of 
this kind of charm, consisting of the 
figures 1 to 9 inclusive placed in the 
form of a square, thus: 


The turn of the figures In each ver- 


tical, horizontal or diagonal row, eight 
rows in all, is fifteen. It to supposed 
to be very efficacious In promoting 
health, happiness and prosperity and 
warding off evil influences.
